Although  considerable  additional  re 
mains  t*.;  be  taken  here,  it  i?  considered 
so  important  that  the  report  itself  will 
be  prcj»ured  with  unusual  care,  and  the 
evidence'fully  iiidezvcd.  The  coi.imittce 
worked  most  iiiduetriously  ten  days,  ta 
king  evidence  -regarding  the  riot,  the 
i-tat^ol  Loyally  iu  Lounsiana,  and  the 
condition  of  Union  men.  One  hundred 
aud  t'oventy  witnesses  were  examined, 
ineludicg  fifty  citizens,  whose  names 
were  furnished  by  a  committee  appoint 
cd  Ly  the  city  to  conduct  the  deffence. 
Among  the  rest  were  all  the  Ifeading 
men  of  the  State,  whom  the  committee 
could  reach.  The  testimony  is  regard- 
ed as  establirihmg  overwhelming  proof 
that  the  slaughter  of  July^  was  fully 
prearranged.  The  testiuK-uy  of  Gen. 
Sheridan  was  verv  full  and  of  ^reat  im- 
portance  and  sij.niificance.  The  cvidenco 
covers  a  mucli  wider  groimd  than  that 
taken  by  thc  military  commission.  The 
difficulty  which  was  anticipaied  iu  se- 
curing tlie  testimony  of  Union  men  did 
not  arise,  but  thesse  literally  swarmed 
to  the  members  of  the  committee  to 
tell  their  stoiics  and  ask  for  relief. 

Many  came  .'^ecretly,  and  many  were 
not  examined.  All  concurred  in  tho 
statement  that  tho  course  of  Mr.  John- 
son had  made  tlie  condition  of  all  Union 
men  unbearable  in  the  city.  Their  bus 
iness  was  ruined  by  rebel  combinations 
and  they  were  all  virtually  outcasts  in 
the  State.  Life  was  not  i^afe.  The 
general  term  for  Union  men  in  that  sec 
tion  is  "traitors."  The  agony  manifes 
ted  by  thi^  wh^lc  class  was  one  of  the 
matters  which  attracted  the  most  attcn 
tion  from  the  committee,  and  the  bear 
iug  of  evidence  elicited  on  this  subject 
w;ll.Khow  the  terrible  sufijring,  which 
Mr  Johnson  has  brought  upon  the 
Union  men  of  the  South,  in  a  glaring 
light.  The  evidence  regarding  the  par 
ticipation  of  the  State  authoriiies  and 
thc  com[ilicity  of  President  Johnson  in 
the  massacrctf,  is  not  closed ;  import- 
ant military  witnesses  "are  to  be  cxamin 
ed  touching  these  matters.
